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REMARKS 

Applicants greatly appreciate the detailed examination evidenced by the Official 
Action mailed September 17, 2004 (hereinafter "Official Action"). Applicants also 
appreciate allowance of Claims 10-18. In view of the amendments made above and the 
concurrent submission of a properly executed Terminal Disclaimer, as suggested in the 
Official Action, Applicants respectfully submit that all claims are in condition for allowance, 
which is respectfully requested in due course. 

A copy of each foreign patent or publication is included herewith. 

The Official Action states that the Information Disclosure Statement filed October 14, 
2003 fails to comply with 37 C.F.R. 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each foreign 
patent, each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed, etc. {Official Action, 
page 2.) In response, Applicants have provided herewith duplicate PTO Forms- 1449 along 
with legible copies of each foreign patent or other reference listed therein. Applicants 
respectfully request consideration of each of the references listed in the accompanying PTO 
Forms- 1449. 

A Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement is included herewith. 

In addition to the copies of the references listed in the Information Disclosure 
Statement submitted on October 14, 2003, Applicants submit herewith a Supplemental 
Information Disclosure Statement listing a Search Report and the cited references issued by 
the U.K. Patent Office on August 16, 2004. Applicants respectfully request consideration of 
each of the references listed therein and the allowance of all claims in view thereof. 

The Objections to Claims 7-9 have been addressed by proper amendments. 

Claims 7-9 stand objected to over various typographical errors in Claim 7. {Official 
Action, page 2.) In response, Applicants have amended Claim 7 as suggested in the Official 
Action. Accordingly, Claims 7-9 are now in condition for allowance, which is respectfully 
requested. 
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Claims 1-6 and 19 are patentable, at least, in view of the concurrently submitted 
Terminal Disclaimer. 

Claims 1-6 and 19 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting over Claims 1 and 7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,633,066, which is commonly 
assigned to the present assignee. (Official Action, page 3.) Although Applicants do not 
concede that the cited claims are not patentably distinct from each other, Applicants have 
submitted herewith a properly executed Terminal Disclaimer as, suggested by the Examiner, 
to expedite prosecution and allowance of the present application. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request the allowance of Claims 1-6 and 19 in due course. 



CONCLUSION 

Applicants have addressed the objections to the claims by clear and proper 
amendments thereto. Moreover, Applicants have also submitted a properly executed 
Terminal Disclaimer as suggested by the Official Action. Accordingly, all claims are now in 
condition for allowance, which is respectfully requested^IT^iy informal matters arise, the 
Examiner is encouraged to contact the undersigned by telephone at (919) 854-1400.
